a« The food of the prisoners Oonaista ofi 260 g^ of bread (dally ration), blaok 
coffee for breakfaetj ^ liter of yegetablea and 0*3 litera of aoup for lunohi 
0*4 literf^ of ^^^#getalae® for supper. The inaide workera reoeivt a daily ration 
of 260 g<» of bread. Depending on the Iclnd of work they hayd to do, the outatde 
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■work®r.s a ration and a daily "bread ration of 450 - 550 

go of brv^;ado The working prisoners haTO to pay for their food* The prison is 
supplied with vegetab?I©,3 by the state farm in Uagyfa,. but the supplies are often 
insufficiant -in whioh .^ase the prisoners only raoeive soup and bread#

^vioe a year, one in June and one at OhrUimm^ Letters must not be logger thwi 33 
linos* Th^ prisoners are not ellcwed to road# The dally exerolse of the prisoners
